In  addition  to  the  cost  of  support  $240,654.76  was  expended 
the  Public  Property  Department  for  repairs  and  upkeep  of  the 
school  plant.  Interest  charges  on  school  house  bonds  and  the 
redemption  of  such  part  of  them  as  matiured  during  the  year 
consumed  $290,868.75.  The  city  spent  for  all  school  purposes 
the  sum  of  $6,751,822.51.  This  represents  an  outlay  of  $64.49 
on  each  thousand  dollars  of  valuation.

BUILDINGS,  CLASSROOMS  AND  TEACHERS 
(1)  Classrooms  and  Teachers 

The  work  of  the  schools  is  now  carried  on  in  sixteen 
buildings.  Three  hundred  and  sixty-three  regular  classrooms 
were  in  use.  Ninety-three  of  these  are  in  the  High  School,  and 
270  in  the  Elementary  and  Jr.  High.  At  the  present  writing, 
(December,  1971)  four  hundred  and  eighty  teachers  are 
employed.  Of  these,  four  hundred  and  fifty-seven  are  employ- 
ed in  the  day  schools  and  twenty-three  in  the  evening  schools. 
There  are  122  men  teachers  employed  in  the  day  schools.

(2)  Length  of  the  School  Year 

During  the  calendar  year  of  1971  the  Elementary  Schools 
were  actually  in  session  179  days.  Out  of  the  year  of  forty 
weeks,  the  schools  were  actually  in  session  35.8  weeks. 
One  day  was  omitted  because  of  stormy  weather.  Schools 
were  closed  for  the  summer  vacation  on  June  23rd. 
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(3)  School  Membership  and  Attendance 

During  1971  there  were  12,501  different  children  enrolled. 
The  average  membership  for  the  year  was  9,951  and  the  average 
attendance  was  8,795.  This  is  an  increase  of  680  pupils  over 
last  year  in  the  total  enrollment. 

There  are  10,243  pupils  attending  school  now.  The  High 
School  numbers  2,380. 

The  Evening  High  School  has  372  pupils.  In  December 
there  were  25  pupils  in  the  Evening  Grammar  School  compris- 
ing grades  corresponding  to  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  of 
the  Day  Elementary  Schools.  There  were  254  adult  immigrants 
enrolled  in  our  classes.
